The flRlil for honn' rulr Ik over, 
no matter what happens. Kven it 
the present Oovernment were to ^ j 
out ot office, Great Britain can 
nerer go back upon a deelalon of 
the Home ot Commons, twice ati- 
flod by fualorlties well over 100, 
after lonK and detailed del)ate. .in 
a measure introduieil after iwn 
Reneral elections had lieen foiiKl;! 
Iar);e and, so far as the opposition 
could manage, fought mainly oti 
that apeelfle laeva. Ireland ha^ 
won. 

Tet for the moment, while the 
fate ot tbe hlU that la rtlll before 
the country hangs undecided, we 
are still concerned, and we must i>e 

concerned (In Ireland) with the ab- 
stract question, whether it is nec- 
essary as UnilonistH contend that all 
Irish affairs shall be referred to an 
aaaamblage In which irishmen are 
, oatnnnbered by nearly six to one, 
and In which 'Irish Interests am 
always made A pawn in the political 
game. We on our sidn have only to 
hold the Krouiiil that is won already, 
but our oppoiieiils in Ireland ar ' 
making preparations which cans:' 
astonishnient to the civilized world 
Traditionally the party of '•law an<l 
order," they are prepared to resi^ 
an act of Parliament, with the 
•A-KMiiJI appended to it, by 

open reMnRm. They""profe«8 to be 
armed — and it is certainly true that 
they are drillins - tliough in very 
ineonBlderahle nunil)ers bin they 
(■onstantly put up the claim through 
their spolvameu for an immunity 
from all the consequences ot defying 
tbe law. They have made all their 
arrangements, it appears, to form a 
"provisional government." 

I am perfpctly certain that no 
man in the majority of Irishmen 
wishes to injure or oppress onr fel- 
low countrymen, tln' I nioiiists of 
northeast Ulster. In the first place, 
it is tQ our interest to ooneiliato 
them. We know their value to the 
oommunity. But la the seconJ 
place and chiefly we have had es 
perlence of what oppression means. 
We know how bitter a spirit of r 
sistance it breeds. We know that 
in the loiiK run it does not even 
profit those who exercise it. For 
this reason, because I am sure the 
Interests of Unionist Ulster will re 
ceive full and geaerons oonaldora- 
tion, I attach no Importance to tbe 
threatened dangers of civil strife. 
ITntll the bill is passed Into law, 
and until the obstacle presented bv 
the prejudices of a few liundrel 
hereditary iegisrators la surmounted, 
we shall be obliged to make it our 
first care to keep the present Oov- 
emmeat establlahed in ofHee and 
to keep the British publie Informed 
of the real truth of facts 

But a few more momli.s will s.-e 
this business ended and we shall 
then l)e able to set ourselvoH to the 
more fruitful work of forniiug xa 
Irish administration to deal In Ire- 
land with the problems ot Irish life. 
It is part ot oar dlftleulty that we 
do not begin afresh, as the younger 
countries have done, at least to 
some eitent, with a clean slate. 
But at the same time it surely udds 
to the interest ami the prestige „f 
our taak that we shall resume an 
Icterruotad chapter In the world » 
hiatory, and that tbe very hulldiug 
wbai* our labcHTt ginat take piade 
will be aasoclatsd with glorious 
in the past history ot statet-

Thomas S. Watson, editor, author 
and nominee of the People's party 

for the Presidency of the United 
Stales in Iitii4, wU be tried In the 
I'uited States District Court at 
Augusta. (Ja., next week, on a 
harge of sending ob.-iciiie matter 
through the maiU. Th> charges 
against Watson resulted from the 
publication of articles in two ot his 
magazines denouncing the Roman 
Catholic church. In one of thesd 
articles he referred to the church 
belief as "the most profliKate of 
pagan religion." The articles wer. 
published in Watson's .Tefforsonian 
of the July, 1911, issue and in Wa'- 
son's .Magaslne of the Issues of April 
and May, 1912. Their caption was 
"The Roman Catholtc Hierarch , 
the DpHdliest Menace to Our Liber- 
ties and Our Civilization." The ed 
itor was indicted by the federal 
grand jury on November i;t, 1912. 
In the indictment the alleged ob- 
jectionable words in the article were 
omitted. The Indictment states that 
they were omitted because thev 
were "so obscene as to be offensive 
to the court if set forth and im- 
proper to be spread upon the 
records of the court. Watson ap- 
peaicii as bis own counsel at the 
preliminary hearing. In defense o> 
the articles he claimed that thov 
could be no more objectionable thu 
certain passages of the Bible. Th 
proceedings will be begun imme- 
diately after the opening of the 
Federal Court term. Judge Rufua 
K. Poster, of the Kastern district of 
l.oiiisiana, will hear the case. JuUge 
Foster was designated le preside 
at the trial In pla. r oi .iii(i>;e Kiuorv 
Speer. the latter liaviug e.xpresse.l 
a disinclination to serve while in- 
peachment proceedings are pending 
against him.

The town was 
founded October 3, 181S, by. Joel 
Abner end Nathaniel Serlbner, who 
came from Albany, N; T., but whose 
ancestors were Puritans from Con- 
nectfcut, Nathaniel Serlbner, the 
progenitor of the family, having 
been a Revolutionary soldier. Th 
Scribners were Presbyterians an 
men of tine moral character. They 
aside lands tor churches, 
schools and public purposes, such aa 
markst houses, court house, Jai 
and parks. Their descendants stil 
live In this city and in New Alban 
in large numbers. 

Hut before the Scribners men '.f 
Irish blood and people of the Cath 
olic faith had taken up lands in 
the vicinity of New Albany. It is 
matter of record that the saintly 
missionary prieet, Beaedict Joseph 
Flaget, afterward Bishop of the 
diocese of Bardstown and Louisville, 
ministered to the few Catholic 
families who lived on llie Knohs 
now called Silver Hills. Iiefore the 
Scribners came; therefore the Cath 
ollc people of the city have a righi 
to claim priority in the matter of 
pioneer citizenship, but they did not 
set up any such claim during the 
celebration whicli beKim last Sun- 
day and ended on Thursday. They 
eoaceded to the .Methodists TKi' 
honor of having eslalilished the 
first church. ill ISIT. and tli 
joined with their Presbyterian, 
Baptist and other aects ia making 
the anniversary a great event. Th« 
principal streets of the city were 
illuminated every night, and beauti- 
ful weather (luring the day time 
niadi' I lie affair very enjoyable for 
the ' home-coniers" as well as for 
the many thousands of citizens ,,r 
Louisville who crossed the river ', 
witness the ceremonies. The Co 
ernor of the State, Hon. Samuel ,\;. 
Ralston; former Vice Preside:i' 
Charles W. Fairbanks, and other 
list inguishecl men of Indiana; for- 
mer (iov .\usustU8 E. Wlllson, of 
Kentucky, who lived in New Albany 
in his early manhood and studied 
law under Michael C Kerr, graced 
the occasion with their presence. - 

The crowning event of the ceti- 
tenaial was- the parade on Tuesday, 
(t -was tbe grandest pageant ever 
witnessed in the city, the procession 
requiring one hour and a quarter 
to pass a given point. In the pro- 
essioii tile Catholic population d il 
Itself proud. Men. wumeu and chil 
dren from Holy Trinity and St. 
.Mary's were much in evideace in 
the parade, and the Catholic section 
was conceded to be tbe finest of all. 
The floats depicted the early his- 
t.ory of the church and schools «s 
well as their advancement. The 
floats were beautifully ( mislructed 
aud were the admiration of everyone 
who witnessed the parade. 

An interesting event connected 
with the centennial, and one which 
will not be forgotten when the fire- 
works and other displays shall hav ■ 
passed from the memory of the 
participants, was the publication of 
d Souvenir History of .\es* Alhany, 
nibracing neatly printed and beau- 
tifully lUustratsd matter In book 
form. It was written by KdwarU 
Fltzpatrick, who is probably the 
best posted cMlsen of that city ,n 
the matter of Its histor.i. although 
>ie does not claim to be a pioneer. 
He acquired this knowledge through 
long years of study and investiga- 
tion. The souvenir book waa so 
good and so fair to all of the de- 
nominations and to all ot the 
diversified i»ta««ste which have 
developed davlBS the pagt 100 years- 
that the Centennial Committee was 
able to sell the 2,000 copies iaaued 
within a few days, and calls were 
made for more, but of course but 
3ne addition was printed. The 
souvenir book contains an epitome 
of tbe history ot the city; tells tl 
iu churches, schools, busiaess ta- 
teresU before the elvtt war aad 
ifter the war; telhi at the dlatln-

His Bmiaence William Cardinal 
O'Connell priifta an article In the 
Gateway for October entitled "Free- 
dom — the Law of Christ," in which 
he rather bitterly attacks the mo- 
tives of Socialists and says that the 
only means through which a fair 
adjustment of wages and social re- 
lationship may be brought about ia 
Christianity. He concludes that the 
Socialist, because ot his rampant In- 
dividualism, is unmindful of his true 
obligations to soi Feiy and his duty 
to his countrymen. This is what 
he says about Socialists: 

"This natural discontent is fo- 
mented and intsnsUied by the noisy 
agitators of Socialism, ths enemiee 
of Cod and man, who would over* 
urn the foundations upon which 
human society Is built and exile 
!od from his universe. This singular 
set of men who seek to conceal the 
malice of their real principles, but 
who can not, are a brood of dls- 
urbers. Their doctrines are an 
abomination striking at the founda- 
tions of 'amlly life and religion. 
Their spirit is not new. A similar 
lass of men were graphically de- 
scribed by St. Paul in his second 
epistle to the Thessalonians." 

Cardinal O'Connell's article se's 
forth bis Ideas on the rights of 
workingmen to organise themselves 
into unions and to strike. He says 
definitely that such right does be- 
long lo employes and says that he 
believes in the right of men to 
strike lor living wages, but that hS 
does not believe tbey have the /ight 
to. eomrolt violence. And this right 
he says, arises out of the natural 
privUege ot all men to provide for 
their families. Cardinal O'Connell 
writes: 

"The maintenance of a borne then 
IS the- standard of the mlnlmnm 
w.luc (i,,i;it,.,i i,y I lie law of nature 
and prompted by the highest public 
policy. It Is the clear right of the 
wage earner, and to protect this 
right be may make use of all 
legitimate means. He may com- 
bine with others to enforce it and 
lurni a union with his fellow work- 
to exert the adequate moral 
power to inaintaiji it or to better 
condition within the limits of 
Justice. To dein 111,,, iiijs right Is 
tyranny and an injustice. He has 
no other way to safeguard his in- 
terests. The rich and the powerful 
have many ways to protect thslr in- 
vestments; the worklngman has, 
only support of peaceful combina- 
tion. 

Moreover. workingmen 's .asso- 
ciations may peacefully agitate and 
seek to mould public opinion in 
tbeir favor to bring about a redress 
of real grievancea. A campaign of 
his kind must, howsTst, be 
legitimately conducted, tree tre» 
olalH>ns of justice and ot eharttF 
ind of tile public peace: Flaally. 
the worker in the last resort has 
the riglii to refuse to work, that Is 
to strike, and to induce by peaceful 
methods others to strike with him 
when this extreme measure becomes 
necessary to mltigata uaeadumhle 
conditions or to wrest from an 
unreasonable employer Just oomMa- 
sallon for bis labor after all other 
measures ha\c laileil. 

All ihi.-^ lias lis root 111 the law 
of nature which dn tutes that a man 
has a natural right to a wage which 
will maintain his home In frugal 
and reasonable comfort. All the 
other conclusions which we have 
laid down are but corollarlee flow- 
UK from this fundamental priaclpl*. 
on the ground that any one who 
lossesses a natural light may ntmy^ 

use of all legitimate means to pro- 
tect It aad ta antagaard it from 

violation."
